What  Did  the  Convention  Soy 
About  the  Race  Problem? 

A  great  deal  of  controversy  and  confusion  has  been  caused 
among  Baptist  people  by  misleading  newspaper  and  maga¬ 
zine  reports  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  on  the  race  question. 

Some  sections  of  the  press  misinterpreted  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission’s  report  to  the  con¬ 
vention.

BOWLING  GREEN,  Virginia, 
May  1,  1771  —  (BP)  —  It  was 
a  beautiful  spring  Sunday,  and 
the  worship  service  began 
peacefully  enough  as  the  Bap¬ 
tist  minister,  John  .  Waller,  an¬ 
nounced  the  opening  song. 

But  Waller  was  apprehensive 
as  he  saw  three  men  approach¬ 
ing-  It  was  the  parson  of  the 
state  church  in  the  parish,  his 
clerk,  and  the  sheriff. 

The  Baptist  preacher  had  al¬ 
ready  felt  the  heel  of  the  estab¬ 
lished  church.  Ttiree  years 
earlier  he  had  spent  ferty-three 
days  in  prison  for  preaching 
Baptist  doctrines.  But  he  was 
not  prepared  for  the  outrage 
which  was  to  follow. 

While  the  congregation  sang, 
the  parson  stepped  up  on  the 
platform  with  Waller  and  flip¬ 
ped  the  pages  of  the  hymnal 
with  his  whip  while  the  Baptist 
attempted  to  keep  his  finger  on 
the  selection. 

Ignoring  the  disturbance. 
Waller  next  attempted  vto  lead 
the  opening  prayer.  As  he 
prayed,  the  parson  repeatedly 
stuck  the  butt  of  his  whip  in 
Waller’s  mouth. 

Seeing  that  the  parson’s  at¬ 
tempts  to  halt  the  service  were 
futile,  the  clerk  then  stepped 
up  one  the  stage,  seized  Wal¬ 
ler,  dragged  him  away  from  the 
pulpit,  and  delivered  him  to  the 
sheriff, 

The  sheriff,  doubtless  aware 
that  their  intrusion  was  a  law¬ 
less  affront,  remained  some  dis¬ 
tance  away  from  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  But  when  Waller  was 
dragged  before  him  by  the 
clerk,  the  law  of  Caroline  Coun¬ 
ty  went  into  action  without  the

The  Morton  Church  closed 
a  “gracious  revival”  with 
twenty  accessions,  fifteen  of 
them  by  experience  and  bap¬ 
tism,  in  whicb  Pastor  Bryan 
Simmons  was  assisted  by  Rev.

implications  .on  what  was  said  and  done  in  Chicago.  The 
erroneous  impression  has  been  given  out  that  the  conven¬ 
tion  voted  a  general  endorsement  of  integration.  The  con¬ 
vention  in  CWcago  DID  NOT  vote  an  endorsement  of  in¬ 
tegration  in  Southern  Baptist  churches,  in  public  schools, 
or  anywhere  else. 

“  •  the  convention  did  do  was  to  receive  a  report 

from  the  Christian  Life  Commission  which  included- a  sec¬ 
tion  on  “Racial  Tensions.”  That  statement  is  a  matter  of 
record.  It  can  be  found  on  pages  263-271  of  the  Book  of 
Reports  for  the  1957  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

It  is  customary  for  the  convention  to  receive  a  rOport 
each  year  from  each  of  its  six  commissions.  If  any  of  these 
commissions  has  a  specific  recommendation  it  is  so  marked 
in  its  report  and  so  stated  to  the  public  assembly.  The 
Christian  Life  Commission  report  this  year  contained  no 
recommendations  whatsoever.  The  Convention’s  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  By-Laws  (Item  18)  states  that  apart  from  specific 
recommendations  voted,  the  convention  is  not  bound  "on 
any  other  matters  in  the  body  of  the  reports.” 

The  Commission’s  report,  which  is  in  print  for  all  to 
read,  does  not  approve  or  disapprove  integration,  neither 
does  it  condemn  nor  condone  segregation. 

It  does  express  condemnation  of  the  bloodshed  brought 
on  by  the  present  tensions.  It  states,  “In  accordance  with 
these  principles  of  our  Christian  faith,  and  as  free  citizens, 
this  Commission  protests  the  violence  in  all  its  ugly  forms 
that  is  being  used  against  the  Negro  people  in  the~current  i 
segregation  issue  or  at  any  other  time  .In  recognition  of 
the  Negro’s  rights  as  a  citizen  of  these  United  States,  we 
call  upon  the  Law  enforcement  agencies  of  local,  state,  and 
national  governments  to  protect  him,  irrespective  of  his 
position  or  culture,  from  lawless  attacks  on  his  persop  or 
property.” 

The  report  generally  is  not  unlike  annual  statements 
the  Commission  has  been  making  since  its  founding  in  1908. 

We  weuld  remind  our  readersiof  this  cardinal  principle 
in  Baptist  life,  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is 
strictly  a  voluntary  body  and  assumes  no  authority  over 
the  churches.  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  says:  “While 
independent  and  soverign  in  its  own  sphere,  the  Cqnven- . 

Tioh  does  not  claim  and  wilT  never  attempt  to  exercise  any 
authority  over  any  other  Baptist  body,  whether  church, 
auxiliary  organizations,  association,  or  convention.” 

The  Convention  can  only  commend  certain  matters  to ' 
the  chorchea  for  their  action.  It  can  challenge  the  churches  f 
but  it  cannot  coerce  them.  Any  convention  action  must  be 
viewed  in  the  light  of  this  very  democratic  line  of  authority. 

We  call  your  attention  to  these  matters  to  make  clear 
what  the  1957  convention  did  do  and  did  not  do. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Chicago  said  nothing  of  consequence  and  did 
nothing  newsworthy  concerning  the  race  issue.  There  were 
no  recommendations  of  any  sort  regarding  the  matter  be-  ^ 
fore  the  convention  for  action.  Tlie  question  of  segreMtion  |  American!

I 
have  horrible  dreams  of  mur¬ 
der,  cancer,  and  all  forms  of 
death.  What  can  I  do?  I  pray, 
read  my  Bible,  and  am  active 
In  every  phase  of  church  work, 
but  these  do  not  seem  to  help. 

ANSWER:  It  sounds  to  me  as 
if  you  have  an  unconscious 
wish  to  die.  Many  people  do. 
There  seems  to  be  in  every  hu¬ 
man  being  a  kind  of  automatic 
justice  maker  —  a  conscience, 
we  call  it.  If  we  have  violated 
our  consciences  and  not  admit¬ 
ted  it  frankly,  then  the  “sen¬ 
tence”  or  punishment  must  be 
worked  out  secretly. 

You  may  have  wished,  that 
the  little  one  would  die,  and 
quickly  repressed  It.  Or  you 
may  be  punishing  your  husband 
by  making  him  Olsten  to  you 
scream.  You  may  even  be  hold¬ 
ing  this  fear  of  death  before 
your  eyes  to  keep  you  from  do¬ 
ing  something  you  have  an  urge 
to  .da  Uiat  you  eomider  wronx.

In  order  to  produce  The  Com¬ 
mission  at  its  present  low  sub¬ 
scription  rates  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  has  had  to  subsidize 
its  operating  budget.  The  ris¬ 
ing  costs  of  paper  and  produc¬ 
tion,  pius  the  low  subscriptUdS 
rates  which  actualiy  increased 
the  loss  as  subscriptions  grew 
in  number,  have  increased  this 
subsidy  considerably  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years.  The 
Board  said,  "We  feel  that  South¬ 
ern  BapUsts  do  not  want  us  to 
take  mission  money  to  under¬ 
write  this  loss.  We  believe  they 
prefer  to  pay  subscription  rates 
that  will  enable  The  Commission 
to  pay  its  own  way.” 

Therefore,  in  order  to  make 
unnecessary  the  current  subsidy 
from  Foreign  Mission  Board 
funds,  the  Board  voted  to  re¬ 
vise  subscription  rates  on  all 
renewals  and  new  subscriptions, 
effective  October  1.  1957.  Sub¬ 
scription  plans  and  new  rates 
are  as  follows; 

I-  The  magazine  may  be  put 
in  the  church  budget  and  sent 
to  every  home  at  the  rate  of 
88  cents  per  subscription  per 
^ear. 

‘  2.  The  church  may  send  a 

“club”  list  of  10  or  more  sub¬ 
scriptions  at  the  rale  of  $1.10 
per  name. 

3.  Individuals  may  subscribe 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  year  or 
$3.00  for  three  years.

Bible  Text:  Exodus  2:1-10; 
15:19-21;  Numbers  12:20:1;  26:59. 

I.  AN  EPISODE  ON  THE  JOUR¬ 
NEY  OF  GOD’S  PEOPLE. 

W'e  are  engaged  in  the  great 
adventure  of  following  God's 
chosen  people  as  they  follow 
God  under  the  leadership  of  His 
chosen  prophet,  lawmaker,  lea¬ 
der,  Moses  the  Magnificent.  Yet 
this  lesson  is  not  about  Moses, 
but  about  his  elder  sister,  Mi¬ 
riam. 

She,  with  her  two  brothers, 
Moses  and  Aaron,  make  quite 
a  remarkable  family  of  chil¬ 
dren.  They  were  of  the  tribe 
of  Levi,  descended  directly  thru 
their  father,  Amram,  from  Ko- 
hath,  the  second  son  of  Levi. 
“There  went  a  man  of  the  tribe 
of  Levi”  (This  man  was  Amram) 
“and  took  to  wife  a  daughter 
of  Levi”,  (Jochabed,  mother  of 
Moses,  of  whom  we  learn  that 
she  was  her  husband’s  aunt), 
such  mariiages  being  neither 
unusual  nor  for'^idden  then, 
and  of  this  marriage  this  re¬ 
markable  trio.  .Miriam,  .Aaron, 
Moses,  was  born. 

Their  childhood  home  was 
the  salubrious,  lordly  and  roy¬ 
al  city  of  Memphis,  on  or  near 
the  location  of  the  present  city 
of  Cairo. 

Pharaoh  had  decreed  that  all 
male  children  born  to  the  Heb¬ 
rew  people  should  be  put  to 
death,  a  decree  which  the  Heb¬ 
rew  people  evaded  in  one  or 
another  way.
